Piieus 8-11 mm broad, hemiglobose to convex, then 
plane, slightly umbonate; surface dry, pulverulent, pure white or tinged with 
pale fresh color at the disc; margin slightly incurved and connected with the 
stipe by a pure white, membranous, but fugacious veil, which does not form 
an annulus; context white, taste and odor none; lamellae white, free, but not 
remote from the stipe, rounded and broader behind, moderately close or subd- 
istant; stipe 2-3.5 cm long 0.7-1 mm thick, equal, often flexuous, v/hite above 
(1/3-1/2 of the full length), reddish brown below, slightly pruinose, subelastic, 
rigid, subcartilaginous, hollow; spores white in deposits, 4-5x2.5-3/Lf, oval-ellipsoid;

Gregarious or subcaespitose. Pileus 1.5-3 cm high in buttons, 1.5-3.5 cm 
across the base when expanding, oval to long ellipsoid in button stages, when 
expanded campanulate and at length edge recurving and splitting irregularly; 
surface at first densely covered by a whitish, tomentose, fugacious universal 
veil, which at the disc is squarrosely scaly and tinged nearly “avellaneous”, 
soon becomdng naked from the apex downward, color of cap-surface ‘'avellan¬ 
eous” to ‘‘wood brown” turning fuscous to blackish except the disc, striate 
nearly to the disc; context watery gray, very thin, odor and taste not distinctive;
